Indeed, we have backed. up our 
words by definite action, inasmuch 
as we have not set our face against 
the imposition of the WashingLon 
surtaxes but have sequiesced in 
their: collection... In point of fact, 
these taxes. are now belng paid by 
British subjects all over China, al- 
though, strictly speaking, there is 
no legal authority for their 
enforcement. 

Tho British standpoint in regard 
to the Washington surtaxes has not 
altogether pleased some of the 
Powers, notably Japan, which has 
constantly protested against their 
imposition, No other nation has 
followed Britain’s lead in, this 
matter, but the majority. have 
tacitly accepted “the enforcement 
of the taxes. without troubling to 
present formal protests, It can‘ be 
sald of the British attitude that 
it is definite and that it represents 
a liberality of outlook, even to the 
extent of. . condoning what Is, 
technically, a. breach of Treaty 
rights, But on this point the Bri- 
lish. have taken ‘the stand that the 
enforcement. of these gurtaxes is 
long overdue and that China should 
not be: debarred from levying the 
impoats , merely becauss the at- 
tempta to reach agreement on her 
tariffs. have failed. In brief, the

.{ are ignored, protests should bo re-: 


‘served for cases where there are 
attempts at wholesale repudiation 
of obligations or attacks are made

point to this, and also to the unsatie- 
factory position which has arisen 
in, Hankow since the surrender of 
our. rights there, as proof of the 
futility of British policy. But the 
point to be kept constantly in mind 
{3 that we’ aro showing by, our 
actions thet .our. professions of 
friendship-. are not mere empty 
words... That, in the long run 
whatever may -be the- unfortunate 
consequences at the moment—must 
make ‘an impresston on the Chinese.
